Local newspaper article reflected that the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) and the Student Non 
Violent Coordinating Committeè {SNCC) combined on January 14, 3 
1966, and jointly sponsored a march to the Georgia State Capitol 
Building, Atlanta, as a demonstrative measure seeking recognition 


by the Georgia House of Representatives of Horace Julian Bond. 


Observations by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation reflected that at approximately 2:00 p. a, 
on January 14, 1966, a group of approximately 150 individuals 
left the vicinity of the Ebenezer Baptist Church located on 


Auburn Avenue in Atlanta and marched to the area of the State 


Capitol where they were addressed by James Forman, SNCC, Dr. Hartin 
Luther King, Jr., SCLC, and were led in group singing by Mrs. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., and Bernice Reagan, cc. 


The address of these individuals was made from the 
back of a flat bed truck which had been parked in the vicinity 
of the State Capitol. Dr. King spoke for approximately fifteen 
minutes and immediately upon the conclusion of his remarks a 
group of the demonstrators attempted to enter the State Capitol 


‘Building, but were prevented from doing so by the cordon of 


Georgia State Patrol in the area. No incidents developed 
and the demonstrators soon dispersed. 


It was estimated that the demonstrators numbered 
approximately 500 and that there were approximately 250. 
spectators in the vicinity. 
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
